Here, But British Want

the two countries are taking op­ 
posite points o«f view on domestic 
reform s after the war. 
In Britain there Is an active so­ 
cial ferm ent; reform la the watch­ 
word. People are demanding basic 
changes in the post-war social and 
economic life of the country, and 
are avidly discussing such things 
as the Beveridge plan and the pro­ 
gram of the new social reform 
party, the Commonwealth party. 
Opposite In U. 8. 
In the United States the situa­ 
tion la just the opposite. No pop­ 
ular social ferm ent is apparent. So 
far as life In the United States is 
concerned, the great m ajority want 
things after the w ar to be pretty 
much as they were before the war. 
The attitude is best described in 
the phrase popular after the last 
war—"back to normalcy". 
The 
dom inant 
mood 
of 
the 
people, puibllc opinion studies find, 
is one of weariness with reform. 
W hereas the 
British people re­ 
ceived the Beveridge plan with en­ 
thusiastic support and comment, 
the American counterpart of that 
plan—the national resources board 
report—baa created virtually 
no 
public stir in the United States. 
The contrast in post-war think­ 
ing between the two countries is 
revealed 
in

public opinion 
surveys. 
Each survey sought to determine

In Britain the survey found a 
sharp difference in attitude by in­ 
come groups, with the lower group 
overwhelmingly in favor of reform.

IT WOULD be easy to set a lot 
of 
mischievous hobgoblins

The fact that the unexplained 
shift of Litvlnoff has put In mo­ 
tion a storm of speculation not 
only In the United Nations but 
In Germany Is in itself proof that 
the event has some peculiar sig 
nlficance. 
This thought is supported by 
the circumstance of Lltvineff’s 
transfer on the heels of similar 
aotion in respect to Ivan Maisky, 
Russian ambassador 
in London, 
who has been called back to Mos­ 
cow without explanation. 
These 
two famous diplomats have been 
the ranking members of Russia’s 
ambassadorial service. 
Allied newspapers and observers, 
looking at the puzzle from every 
angle, have found the event dis­ 
quieting. The Hitlerites, trying to 
squeeze as much juice out of this 
turnip as possible, have bragged 
about a row in the enemy camp. 
> A have made an admission which 
is worth our earnest considera­ 
tion. That is that all the Big 
Three—the United States, Britain 
and 
Russia — remain hostile to 
Nazism. 
There is no row in the Allied 
camp and the Russians are out to 
crush 
Hitlerism. 
However, 
the 
widespread 
speculation 
and 
un­ 
easiness in Britain and this coun­ 
try would seem to point clearly to 
one thing: There is a lack of com­ 
plete understanding between the 
Soviet Union and the western Al­ 
lies. 
Observers generally seem to feel 
that one of the most likely ex 
planations of the Russian move is 
that Moscow is taking this means 
of expressing resentment a t the 
fact that the Anglo-American al­ 
lies haven’t yet opened up that 
second land front in western Eu­ 
rope. 
The Reds have been calling per­ 
sistently for this front for more 
thaji a year and recently the de­

quently. 
I 
T’S a fair guess that Premier 
Stalin bas resorted th the re­ 
placement of his star ambassadors 
partly as a rebuke to London and 
Washington. If this is so, it isn't 
just coincidence that these diplo­ 
matic changes come as the Roose- 
velt-Churchill conference is staged 
at Quebec. 
It strikes me. however, that the 
thing cuts deeper than the second 
front. The war is rushing at ex? 
press-train speed towards the mo­ 
ment when momentous political 
decisions will have to be made. 
New forms of government are to 
take the place of Fascism and Naz­ 
ism. There will be a realignment 
of boundaries in Europe and likely 
in Africa. All the indications are 
that Russia is going to demand 
territorial readjustments. 
This column on numerous oc­ 
casions has pointed out the proba­ 
bility that the Soviet Union will 
emerge from this war as the domi­ 
nant power in Europe and maybe 
in the Far East as well.

OST members of the American Legion think 
It a certainty that when peace comes the v e t 
erans of this war will form their own organisation, 
probably along the lines of the Legion, despite tha 
fact that the older crowd has opened their doors to 
the youngsters and already admitted a large number. 
But the Legionnaires think that many of the young 
fellows will have ideas which, reasonably enough, 
they will want to put into a new organization. Their 
train of thought with reference to the functions of 
an organization of veterans of World War II may 
differ greatly from that of the oldies.

pvON’T expect any dramatic declarations to come 
out of Quebec. President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill are too skillful In the game of 
war and diplomacy to tip off their hand until the 
last card has been played. 
They will issue other statements like the first 
one which said their plan Is to "bomb, burn and 
ruthlessly destroy” both Germany and Japan. This Is 
no news either to us or the enemy. 
The real topics of conversation in the historic 
citadel are secrets known to only a handful of men 
and upon them depends, in large part, the future of 
the world. The enemy will know these decisions 
only when they are translated into action. 
The mere fact that these world leaders are to­ 
gether is big news. The whole world knows fairly 
well what they are talking about but the exper­ 
ienced press correspondents don’t get excited over 
the prospects of any startling pronouncements. 
They know that the men in this biggest game In 
all history are playing their cards close to their 
vests and will take no chances that anybody may 
be peeking over their shoulder*. Knowing that they 
bold the winning hands, they will walt until the 
■takes are on the tabla before they take part in a 
showdown. 


\ S YOU know, the yen for public distinction is so 
great in this country that but' for this rule 
probably many a post would be named for living citi­ 
zens of no particular claim to such a high honor. But 
I think that even the legionnaires will admit thait the 
fact a candidate is a fellow veteran Is no knock to 
him among his old comrades when they go to the 
polls. 
The American legion now has a membership of 
1,138,000 from the 4.000,000 men we mustered for the 
First World war.

The Disabled American Veterans, the regular 
veterans’ association and various other organization* 
of former servicemen that are not included in tha 
legion or V.F.W. count, and numerous divisional 
organizations from the First World war may be esti­ 
mated safely as well into six figures.

I once read a statement in a news­ 
paper to the effect that anyone who suggested that 
the veterans might run the country after the war 
was proposing Fascism and what always has puzzled 
me about that statement Is why the same proposal 
as applied to the Republican or Democratic party I* 
not also Fascism.

The main reason for shortages 
is the abnorm al food buying de­ 
mand of the average housewife, 
resulting from bigger family in­ 
come and restrictions on buying 
of such things as autos, washing 
m achines and mechanical refrig­ 
erators.

In the United States the situa­ 
tion is just the opposite. No pop­ 
ular social ferment Is apparent. So 
far as life in the United States is 
concerned, the great majority want 
things after the war to be pretty 
much as they were before the war. 
The attitude is best described in 
the phrase popular after the last 
war—“back to normalcy”.

people, public opinion studies find 
Is one of weariness with reform 
Whereas the 
British 
people re­ 
ceived the Beveridge plan with en 
thusiastlc support and comment, 
the American counterpart of that 
plan—the national resources board

Gen. D ewitt visited a Japanese 
shrine where the enemy had left 
a little god. It was in one of the 
buildings which had served as a 
United States navy weather obser 
vation station when the Japanese 
landed in June. 1942. 
What happened to the IO Ameri 
can naval men who operated the 
weather station is not known.
